To Wexford martch'd ; which by aſſault they wonne 

The country neere together, withthe towne, 

Dermot Mac Merough, for ſuch valour ſhow'd, 

Vpon Fitz-Srepbans thankefully beſtow'd. 

There planted they ; that towne of all the reſt 

W as firft by Engliſh viRary poſleſt, 

And has a laſting colony remain'd ; 

Which through all changes ever has retain'd 

The Engliſh 'manners, their atrire, and (though 

With Iriſh ſomewhar mixt ) their language too. 
W hen famous Strongbow had in Wales receiv'd

And thoughts of peace he wholly entertain d. | 

And fince he knew a peice might be odtain'd 

(As then it ſtood) with caſe from Englands King 

And love befides,in labouring to bring 

The ſonnes in too; and that th' old King would ſceme 

For ſacha favour much oblig'd to him ; 
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A reverend Biſhop he to Herry ſent, 
W ho fignify'd the Chriſtian King's entent 
To worke that pious and Religious peace, ' 
That warres fo fad ahd impiousnow might ceaſe 
Twixt ſonnes and Father ; nature made the way, 
Ant joyful! Hezry nam'd the meeting day ; 
\v ho,though facceſſefullever in rhat warre,

Fierce R:ichard, though King Hewryes ſecond ſonne, 
Yet borne to ſit on Englands royall throne, 
Had all the time of rheſe unnaturall jarres 
Againſt his father,made viftorious warres 
W ithin Poikon; in which few townes remain'd, 
But that Prince Richard the whole land had gain'd. 
This is that Heroe, whoby deedes of fame 
Shall gaine through all ſacceeding times the name 
"NF Lions-hcart ; whoſe deedes as farre ſhall found 
\s lyes the fartheſt Verge of Chriftian ground; | 
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W ho by deſerved honours fetch'd from farre 
"| Shall waſh the ſtaine of this rebellious warre

And conqueſts great 'gainft Saracens@btainc. 
From hin the dreadtull Sa/adzne ſhall fiy. 
Philip of France his envious enemy +
